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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

a. Claims 1-4 and 47-53, drawn to a method of correcting soft errors in 
groups of entries read from idle ones of the plurality of CAM array. 

b. Claims 5-8, 12-14 and 46, drawn to a method of correcting soft errors in a 
static content addressable memory (SCAM). 

c. Claims 9-1 1 , drawn to a method of operating a static content addressable 
memory (SCAM). 

d. Claims 15-19 and 54, drawn to a CAM device having at least one check 
bit cell and at least one flag cell. 

e. Claims 20-25, drawn to a CAM device supporting a search word width of 
N-bits. 

f. Claims 26-29, drawn to a SCAM device having a row with a logical width 
of N-bits. 

g. Claims 30-35, drawn to a SCAM device being configured to store a check 
word of sufficient length to enable the correction of soft error. 

h. Claims 36-40 drawn to a method of operating CAM device having at least 
one soft error. 

i. Claim 41 , drawn to a CAM device having a dedicated global mask cells. 
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j. Claims 42-43, drawn to a CAM device having a dedicated check bit 
memory array. 

k. Claim 44, drawn to a memory array with latching inverters within data bit 
memory cells being larger than latching inverters within check bit memory cells. 
I. Claim 45, drawn to a CAM device supporting a check word having a 
length of "c". 

m. Claim 55-60, drawn to a CAM device having a dual-function check bit cell 
pair being configurable as a CAM cell. 

n. Claims 61-69, drawn to a CAM device having check bit cell electrically 
coupled to a match line associated with a row. 

o. Claim 70, drawn to a CAM device comprising a group of rows of ternary 
CAM cells having a logical width of each row being N. 
p. Claims 71-76, drawn to a CAM device having a control circuit for writing 
and generating a check bit word. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
